mm JAPAN MAKE WAR ON CHINA? 


If you mean, will an armed struggle occur between the 


forces 0! Kuomintang (Nationalist) China and Japanese Im- 
perislism:: the answer is definitely no. A few insincere skirmishes 
may be ¢inacted and a few hundred men sacrificed by both sides 


But there will be no real war. 

If yan mean, will an armed struggle occur between the Chi- 
nese peop'e.and. the forces of Japanese Imperialism, the answer 
is emphatically yes. 

The Kuomintang forces of Chiang Kai Shek are already en- 
gaged inta major war against the Chinese Soviets. The revolt 
of the Chinese people against the Kuomintang government (agent 
of foreigm impérialism) and against the Japanese invasion are 
one and the same thing. Thus the Chinese Nationalists have 
more in ¢ommon with the Japanese than they have with the 
Chinese mhasses. 

It is grue that the Kuomintang and the Japanese represent 
rival capifalist interests. But for one to oppose the other at this 
time would mean that both of them would. go down in defeat.
